SESSION NOTES. 
Orrawa, June 19, ’97. 

The supplementary estimates for 
the year ending 30th June, 1898, 
were brought down last night. They 
amount to $1,360,215. The North- 
west government gets an addition to 
its supsidy of $40,000, and $5,000 for 
aid to schools in unerganized districts. 
$2,519 is provided to pay the balance 
of the Alberta-election accounts allow- 
ed by tke auditor general ; $2,500 to 
pay claims outstanding in connection 
with the sale of certain Jands in the 
town of Banff made in i878; $5,630 
to provide gratuities to retiring 
officers of the Indian department in 
Manitoba and the Northwest Terri- 
tories ; $2,000 to repair the buildings 
of the McDougall orphange ; $550 to 
fence post oftice property at Calgary, 
and $800 to fence the court house 
there; a further appropriation of 
$25,000 for immigration expenses ; 
$20,000 towards the cost of the 
Hudson’s Bay expedition ; $36,500 to 
defray the expenses of the Alaska 
boundary survey between Canada and 
the United States ; $5,000 to provide 
for the payment of gratuities to 
temporary employses of the outside 
service of the department of the in- 
terior ; $907 to provide for gratuity 
and pension to the widow and child- 
ren of the late Ernest Grundy, whe 
was shot by Almighty Voice at Duck 
Lake. The pension will be about 
$275 a year. 

Casey’s bill to compel railway com- 
panies to carry bicycles as baggage 
was thrown out by the Senate railway 
committee. Consequently it is killed 
for this session, through the joint in- 
fluence of the C. P. R. and the G. T. 
\. companies. 

The nays in the vote on the fast 
Atlantic service were : 

Liberals—Cameron, Me Millan,Som- 


erville, McDonald, (Huron), Ellis, 
Stubbs, Richardson, Oliver, Erb, Ratz, 
Meigs, Graham, Burnett. Conserva- 


tives—Wilson, Hale, Robertson. 
Patrons—Tolmie, Douglas, Rodgers, 
Pettit-—21. 

Owing to the count out of the rail- 
way committee on Thursday morning, 
the Columbia & Western charter is 
dropped for this session, as well as the 
benus of $8,006 a mile which was ex- 
pected to go with it. 

The controller of inland revenue 
has introduced a bill to permit the 
importation of coal oil to Canada in 
tank cars and vessels, notwithstanding 
the cartoons, editorials and corres- 
pendence of the Globe protesting 
against such a course. The bill has 
not yet been considered, and no doubt 
every effort will be made by the 
Canadian sil men either to defeat it, 
or to destroy its utility. It is estimat- 
ed the privilege of importation in 
tank cars will reduce the cost of coal 
oil to the western consumers more 
than the amount of the duty. 


A return laid on the table of the 
House shows that 28 dismissals have 
taken place in the Indian department, 
and 31 in the interior since Mr. 
Sifton took office. 

Notice has been given that the gov- 
ernment will ask power to borrow 
$15,000,000 to meet outstanding 
liabilities and prospective expenditure. 

Hon. Mr. Sifton has gone to Mani- 
toba in connection, it is supposed, 
with the final settlement of the school 
question. 

A Winnipeg deputation, consisting 
of James H. Ashdown, was here a few 
days ago, protesting against the 
terms of the Crow’s Nest Pass railway 
bill, in that the interests of Winnipeg 
were ignored in the prospective re- 
duction of rates. It is said that Mr. 
Ashdown was pacified by assurances 
from the ©. P. R. company that, al- 
though it was not so nominated in the 
bond, Winnipeg would receive such 
corresponding reduction as _ would 
place it on equal terms with eastern 
wholesale cities for the western trade. 

Sir Charles Tupper left for London, 
Eng.. last night. A very large pro- 
portion of the members have gone 
home, leaving a very thin House to 
conclude the business of the session. 

On Thursday the remaining items 
cf the tariff were considered, andl still 
further changes made. The duty cn 
coal was reduced from 60 to 53 cents 
per ton. A lengthy and exciting de- 
bate tovk place in regard to the “pro- 
posal to put corn on the free list. 
This was opposed very strongly from 
the opposition side of the House on 
the ground that the importation of 
corn as cheap food for cattle and hogs 
would displace an equal amount of 
oats, peas and barley, and thereby re- 
duce the prices of these products of 
Canadian farms. On the government

side it was argued that corn, being 
cheaper and more nutritous than any 
of the coarse grains of Canada, it 
would be profitable to the farmers to 
sell their coarse grains and buy corn, 
it being asserted that the surplus 
coarse grains went to England, and 
that the prices did not depend upon 
local consumption. While the ques- 
tion was to a great extent a party one, 
it was plain that there was a division 
of interest between the localities 
which raised grain, who wanted the 
duty, and the localities which did not, 
who in many cases wanted the duty re- 
moved; further it existed between 
the class of farmers who raised 
grain only and who wanted the duty, 
and those who feed cattle and wanted 
it off. The lumber interests} as repre- 
sented by Mr. Mackie, liberal, and 
Mr. Kaulbach, conservative, also 
favored free corn; while John Charl- 
ton, liberal, free trader and_pro- 
American, declared in favor of the 
duty on corn as a retaliatory measure, 
although he too is alumberman. The 
resolution in favor of free corn was 
carried by a majority of two to one. 
On Friday, Sir Charles Tupper dis- 
cussed the Royal military college, 
Kingston, and objected to the propos- 
ed reduction of the time from four to 
three years, and of the fees per annum 
from $450 to $250. These reductions 
are made with the view of saving in 
the expenses of the college to the 
amount of about $5,000 a year. Sir 
Charles held- that to reduce the 
efliciency of the tuition at the college 
was to practically render any ex- 
penditure upon it useless. On the 
other hand, it was argued that the ex- 
pense entailed was greater than the 
benefits derived, and that it was 
necessary for the government to re- 
duce the expenditure, if the college 
were to remain in existence at all. 
The postmaster general introduced 
a bill which contained a_ provision 
that, in case he was not satisfied with 
tenders received for any mail contract, 
he could refuse them, and accept a 
smaller amount for the service than 
the lowest tender, when it could 
be so arranged. In support of this 
proposition he claimed that a com- 


bination between those who were in a | 


position to tender for small mail con- 
tracts was often made for the purpose 
of keeping the prices higher than the 
service warranted, and he proposed to 
take this means of protecting the 
public interests. The opposition held 
that to adopt such a measure would 
be to practically destroy the effect of 
the system*of tendering. On the sug- 
gestion of Sir Richard Cartwright, 
the bill was withdrawn. 

The Crow’s Nest Fass resolutions 
came up on Friday evening. Mr. 
Blair presented the case on behalf of 
the resolutions. He did not discuss 
the merits of the so-called concessions, 
nor the question of railway monopoly. 
He rested his whole case on the 
necessity of opening up the mining 


country of British Columbia, and the. 


profit that would accrue to the bus- 
iness of the Dominion from the de- 
velopment consequent on railway 
facilities being extended. Sir Charles 
Tupper supported the resolution very 
strongly, and spoke against govern- 
ment construction, to which he declar- 
ed himself unalterably opposed. Sir 
Richard Cartwright followed, and 
showed that the bargain made by the 
present government was better than 
the one proposed to be entered into by 
the late government. J. Ross Robert- 
son attacked the bargain in the 
strongest terms as being an unwar- 
ranted deal with the C. P. R. for the 
perpetuation of monopoly in the west. 
Mr. Bostock supported the resolutions 
on the ground of the local necessity 
for the construction of the railway. 
Mr. Oliver supported the construction 
of the road ; but claimed that greater 
benefits would have resulted from con- 
struction under government control 
than under C. P. R. control, inasmuch 
as government construction would 
have meant the breaking of railway 
mcnopoly in the Northwest, while C. 
P. KR. construction meant the per- 
peiuation of that monopoly. Mr. 
Foster criticised the terms of the 
bargain, but supported the proposition 
to build the road immediately by 
agreement with the C. P. R. company. 
Mr. Poupore (conservative), strongly 
supported the deal. Mr. McInnes 
(Vancouver) opposed the bargain, and 
declared himself in favor of govern- 
ment construction. Fair considera- 
tion was not given the coast cities in 
regard to their trade in Kootenay, 
either in the extension of the railway, 
or in the concessions as to rates. He 
moved an amendment that similar 
reductions in rates to those given 
eastern trade to Kootenay should be 
given to the trade of the coast cities 
going east. Mr. Blair promised con- 
sideration of the matter with the C. 
P. R. authorities. Mr. Foster oppos- 
ed this, and threatened Mr. McInnes 
that if he tried to get the terms of the 
bargain amended, the bill would not 
go through this year. Mr. McInnes 
said he was prepared to accept the 
responsibility. Mr. McInnes also 
moved a resolution that no Japanese 
or Chinese should be employed upon 
the construction of the road. This 
was negatived by the committee, and 
the resolutions were declared carried 
without a division in a house of not 
less than 100, the large majority of 
the members having already gone 
home, f
